to do more than classify in an outline catalogue, and further, to 
incorporate in the general list whatever novelties might be found 
in the choice collections of Major Hay and Oolonel J. Abbott, 
which had only lately been brought to this country.'

inlelli^ihle a form, and in as much i>( a continuous narrative as the 
materials adinilled of — not only as properly' introdnclory to tho 
s(>cciiil (inquiry, but as furnishing' an ai>|)ropriat(! g^roundwork for 
any modilicntions the recent nuMlallio testimony nil<j;lit appear to 
d(Mnand — and, to coniphiU; the summary of recorded data, it was 
|>ropi>si>d to append any obviously-necd(!il annotations, as W(!il as 
any incidontid information that mipcht chaneo to bo fjjleancd from 
other audiors who only in<liri-'ctly adv('rtcd to the sp(M;ial subject 
under ref(>reiice, seein/^ that (lie rra.;;inenlary Mactriau prop(rr 
history re<|uired to be checked by dat(!H and events primarily 
perlainiii}!^ to contemporaneous dynasties, whose annals chiimed 
a hifiher interest among; Western writers, afid thus Rocnred a nioro 
ampl(» and abiding- <!hronicle.' 

In a.ny such review as the present, hovvevi-r, the early historical 
or Iat('Kt numismatic evidence would be incomplete without a 
reference to the labours of modern scholars, whether of the class 
who have drawn tlusir knowledge solely from tlu; exact study of 
(he classic authors, or (,l>os(! who, more praclically, have bastul 
(lieir iriv<?stiH:ations on (Ik; prog;reKsivcl3' - increasing' store of 
ancient (M>in.s, ajiplivnl with a greater or lesser degree of acumen (,<> 
the critical history prepared for them by the finnier. With this 
object an abstract series of tables giving the results arriv(Ml at by 
successive enquirers, lias been inscrteil immediately after the 
translations of the Greek ami fiatin Icxts.

Aa a |ircliulo to tluj writtcii liiBtory of the jHjriod, it Ik iKXiwHitiy 
to iuivcrt, in tliu lirat iiistaiico, to a iioaily coMlcinpoiaiutmiH 
iiKiiiiiiiiciital i<!<;oril of the linli.aii Hoveioij^ii Asoka, eiij^raveti 
on the Kaimnligiii llock, iii the Pealiawiir valU^y, a site not far 
rciitovcd from Hadrian boundaries, and destined soou to pasB into 
the hands of tiie HUceeHHor.s of Diodotim. 

The hJHtorical value of the inHcri|ili()u in question, which, on its 
fust discovery, was expected to tiirow new and important lifjht 
u[)Ou the tiien state of [toiilical intercourse hetweeii the east and 
tlic west — is, J reg'ret to say, but hniited. Asoka, indeed, in his 
Huddhist proeianiation jtreserves in detail the nauu^s of Antiochus, 
l't<)leuiy, Antigoniis, Magas, and Alexander, implying by the 
context, which, however, is ol)scuro in the hitherto pidilished 
transcri|its, that these potcMilates, in some way, conKente<l to aid 
or abstain fr(un tliseouragiiig the tenets of the creed advocated by 
the Indian monarch. A laig'e amount of speeidalion has bectn 
inihdgcd in, with a view satisfactorily to lix a given (^jioch 
during the proved co-existence of the live wentcni kings, 
aiiropos to their mention in the t(!xt, and th(;reby to determine tin! 
<late of the inscription its(!lf. Ibit, iis this momnnental writing, 
like its counterparts, in the Indian IMlt charaelcr, at Dhauli and 
(lirujir, is dated in the years of the Huddhist .Sovereign's reign, and 
the i<lenlity of I'rii/ailnisi, — the (jjiithet used in thes<! edicts, — with 
Asoka is generally admitted, the simplest method of (httermining 
the period of their composition, is to ajiply tluiir internal evidcmee 
to the now almost uncontested em of Asoka's a(;eessiou. That 
monarch is held to have succeeded his father iSindusara in 2(i.'J ii.d., 
au<l to have been lormally inaiigiu'ated in 2.0!) n.e. 'I'liis would 
bring the date of the viii."' tablet lo 210-8 u.e. ;' and tablets 
iii. and iv. to 217 — C no.' That the writing was inscrihed on 
the rocks at a period tivensubsiMpuMit to thcHe dates, Wu-io. is tivcry 
reason to believe,' which circinustanee at unce docs away with any 
importance the inscri|)tioiis might otherwise possess as bo)ia-/i<lt: 
Bynehronous rec<u'<ls. 

Amongst othm- unex|)lained dKlieullies Inherent in the t<!xls 
of thesi! edicts, is one, which I am not awai(! of having been 
the subj(!ct of previous remark, vi/.. : that the name of Auliciclnis 
Khould a|([tear alone in the ii.'' tablet, while itispliu;ed in a.s.sdciiiliiin

think I am hazanlinj^ too niiicli in Bupgoflling^ that tiic portion 
wliidi contaiim Iho reforcMicc to the live Priiict;s, in an adilitiort 
luafle Rulweijiieut to tlie coiii[)i)Rition and indHion of tlie body of tlie 
writinf^. The inHoriptioim thcimsolvos gT> far to CHtahlisli this fact. 
Tlie Ijiiaidf cjHjiji'aph is the only one of the triple versions wc arcabU? 
to refoi' to, that niuy Ik; termed a <;lcan and ind)r(rkcn copy, follow- 
injf, section by section, in piuallel colnnins, and containing olevoii 
tablela in all. The Girnilr lapidary writing is hi accord with its 
eastern counterpart, up to the eiul of the x."' tablet, when three 
extra edicts arc interiwlated, and the xi."' tablet of DhanK becomes 
the xiv."' of Giniiir. It would scom to be something' more than 
ft coincidence that these sanit) three extra tablets do not fonn a 
{Ktrtion of the continuous inscription on the northern face of 
the Kapurdigiri rock, but arcj graven on a sc|)aratc surfiicc at 
the back of tlic stone; and it is in the second of these super- 
numerary edicts, in eitiier case, that the five Kings' names occur. 
The subsequent addition of these three iablets being conceded, I 
ehould account for the anomaly by supposing that when the front 
face of the Ka|)nrdigiri and Mic entire text of Iho Dhauh in- 
Bcri[)tion were j»re|v.ir(;(l, Asoka's emissaries had oidy secured the 
adhesion of AnI.iochns Thcos himself — the accession of the good 
will of the other four Kings was probably obtained later and 
end»odied in the su|)plenientary psissages. This is a point of 
no veiy great moment, but it mililates, equally with the inference 
previously drawn against the inunediate, or strictly contemporaneous, 
execution of the writing itself. 

Of the variotis lhcori<!S that have been propounded to explaui 
the association of these individual five monarchs, and to satisfy the 
ro(iuiremenls of probability as to their due identificatioTi, the most 
rationsd appears to be that put forward by Mr. James I'^ergusson. 
ficaving Hie architectural (pu>stion to rest on his high authority, I 
may fully concur in accepting the historical combination so 
apj)<)Kilely j)rejnired for us in the single chaptcu' of Justin. 

"The most interesting record is that contained in the xlii."' edict 
of the rock-cut inscri|)lionB, where he [Asoka] mentions having 
form(!d trcati(m or alliances with Ptolemy, Antiochus, Antigonus, 
Magas, and Alexander; not treaties of war or |)eace, but for 
the protection or aid of his co-religionists in the dominions of those 
Kings. Owing to (he imperfections of the stoiu; and of the record 
it is iim( easy to maki; out what is exactly int(Mi<kMl ; but tliis much 
is cerlain, that about (he year 2.'>(! if.c, Asoka <lid make arrange- 
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iiioiilH for u.'ligious purposoH with I'lolemy Pliilailoljilum, Aufuic.lniH 
'J'licoH, Auliguiiu.s (jonaliiH, willi Magas of Cyrciic, and Alcxaiulcr, 
who could only 1)0 tlie King of E|)iru8 and Macedonia, jnciitionod 
hy Jimlin, in liio Hanio passage in which lie relates the death 
of MagiiH."' 

" The cxirttence of rock-cut Viharaa or ISfohastoriefl at Petni, 
ill the doniinioim of Antiochus, and of Hiuiihir excavatiouB at 
Cyreuc, gocH far to conlirni and elucidate tluH ; for though travellerH 
iiave hitherto called every excavation a tomb, tliere can bo no doubt 
that many of those at Petra and (Jyrene and elsewhere, were the 
aboiles of living ascetics, and not burial places at all." ' 

As Magas died in 258 li.c, even tiie body of Asoka's in- 
scriptions must have been prepared 12 years after that event, or 
about 24G ii.c. while the additional section, in which the live Kings' 
names arc given, must have been iascrii)ed after a still more 
extended interval. Kithcr Asoka's emissaries tarried unduly by 
the way, or the whole passage must bo received as a mere record 
of a past but yet uncancelled treaty, retaining ))osKibly a certain 
importance among JJuddbist votaries on the frontier, and hence 
thought worthy of publication in the Northern and VVcHtcrn 
States of the Indian monarch, but of insulliciojit moment 
to be eithcir proclainu!<l in tli<! South, or of enduring interest 
enough to be reproduced amid the subseipuMit j)illar edicts of the 
27lh year of his reign.' The absence; of any ixjtice of the 15ac- 
trian Kings may r<!adily be a(;counted for, on the ground that 
Antiochus II. was still, as far as foreign nations were concc-rned, 
the rei)uted su/.erain of the coimtries they bad possessed 
themselves of. 

However, 1 am ini willing to enlarge on any deductions from 
the comparatively imperfect material.s furnished by the i)ublislied 
copies of these inscriptions, as 1 an) aware that no less than 
two new counterpart versions have lately been discoveretl, which 
may seriously modify or largely im()rove the results obtained from 
Professor Wilson's elaborate analysis.*

As I am onliiinrily l>cllcr inclined lo rcHpcct the philological 
aplitiido of our Bnntcrn fcllotrtahourer!) lo decipher and IntnslalK! indigenous 
insoriptionR couched in a tongue no largely inAiBcd into the vcruaculara of 
India, than to accept the Bpeciilalive combinations or suggestire ideulilications 
of the Native mind. 

AuousT U, 1862. — Dr. niifm Dftjl then rca<l his tr.anBlationn, l»t of llic 
" Sidi " inscription on llio Oirnar rock in SurTiHtilra, 2iiil of the incri|<tioii on the 
nortlicrn face of liie Qirnar rock, and concluded with llie following rcninrkB on 
Ihc Sail, Oupta, and Valabht dynaBlicB. " The Sah inscription, the rcviBcd 
far Riniilc and translation of which have this d.iy licen suhmiltcd lo the Society, 
was deciphered and puhliHiicd liy I'rinBcp in tlic vii.'" Tolumc of the Journal of 
llic lloniral ARialio Stwinty, |i. 3,'tl. JMr. K. Tlioin.-w linH repidiliHiioil tito Baiiic in liis 
adniirnlilc edition of TrinHcp, and has added a revised translation of the record 
l>y I'rofcsBor H. II. Wilson, liased on an independenl transcript of the original, 
which Mr. Thomas had piepared with much care from Iho improved facsimile of 
JIcRsrs. Wcslcrgaard and Jacob, published in the ,loarnal of the lionibay Uranch 
of the Uoyal Asiatic Society for April, 1842. 

" I'rofcHsor Wilson's translation is anything but an improvemenl. * * 

" The translation of the Sah inscriplion diObrs in many imporUint particulars 
from that of Mr. I'rinsep ; the name of the lake Sudars'ana occurs at the very 
commencement, but is not recognized by him. Mr. I'rinBep's Aridfimfi is only a 
mislcction of Kudra Dfimfi, from the imperfect fae-simile. 

"An iiistorical fact of great imporlanco in my translation Ib, that Itudra 
Damfi ajipears to have been a grandson of Swfimi Choshtaii, and not his son. 
The inscription contained his father's name, but that part of it is unfortunately 
completely lost. The names of the countries as I read them, over which Kudra 
Diimri ruled, arc also somewhat dillcrent The names A'kara and Avanti occur 
in I'adinnftviB inscription in one of the Nasik eaves. The others need not 
detain us hero. 

" The name of llio actual buihier of the bridge ie not the PahKiva Mavya or 
contractor as rendered by Mr. PriuRcp, but the I'ahlava Minister of Rudra Drinili, 
namcil Suvis'aklia, a Sanscrit adaptation, I think, of the I'ersian name Siavaksha. 
Ills father's name, as I make it out, is Kul.aipa, and Siavaksha appears to liavc 
been the Oovcmor of A'narlii and Surfishtra. 

" 'i'his inscription olfcrs materials for many observations, but I must 
rcluolanlly postpone most of Ihcm to another opportunity. 

"In the second inscription we have the names of Skand.igupla and of 
rarnadatta, nnd his son Chakraprdita. 

"Skand.-igiipta is undoubtedly the monarch whose name has been discovered 
on coins, on the llhit.'iri hit, and on llio Kuliaoii pillar. Today 1 have fiillilled 
Ihc proniise I made in my paper on t<alid!isaof riirni,-!hing a traiislalion of the re- 
maining Juiiagiir iiisoriptioii. M r. Thomas has rcmaikcd thai ' up to this time no 
more saliKfaclory account of its purpose and coiitontH i^an be givi^n than is to be 
round in lln' Itrief notice published by I'rinscp in April, I8'IK (I'riiiHcp's Indian 
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r(M;lc, near llic village of Naiigain, in the I'liblKlkoiula Taluk, 
uhoiit a iniloH fioiii PuiHal|iiir ii«!ai- tin; llimlikulia river in Canjani." 
"Tlie rock [is deBcribod uh] standing in a f|nadrangnlar K)>aee 
cnelosed by high enibanknienlH, indicating ancient fortilicationtt. 
The place is called Jongliar or Lac Fort." 

Tlie authorities in India do not Bceni to have been aware of the 
purport of this in8cri|)tion, but Mr. NorriH has compared Rome 
portions of it with the Uirnar and other texts, and finds, lie believes, 
that it is BO far a counterpart transcript of Asoka'H ediels. 

The Hecoud new inscription has been brought to notice by 
Colonel A. (Junninghani, whodescrilicB the site and condition of the 

Anliquilica by Tlioraaa, vol. 1, page 247).' All that Mr. Prinscp found was 'an 
alluBton to Skandagupla, one of tlic Qiipla fauiily, fca.' It appvara tlial, 
I'ui'iiailutla WUH aiipoinlcil Qovcrnor ol SiivuHlilra, liy Hkniidagiipta, iiiiil llic boii of 
I'uriuulalla, uaiiiuil (y'liakiaiirililu, willi iwu wiim wuiu in (idici:, in llic Haiiio 
provioco. 1" lio Biidara'ana. lake appcaru to havo givcii way in tlie 13lli yi:ar of 
tlio Qiipta Kfila, or Gupta era; it was repaired Bevca years aflor, in tlic 137tli 
year of tlie Qupla Kila by Cliakrajirilitu, who also erected a tcniplo to Vishnu on 
the lop of the Jayanta hill, or thu liill of Uirnar, in the 138th year of the 
Oupta era. 

" In my essay on Calidfisa I rcniarkcil that the ICuhaon pillar inscriiiliou is 
Ualcd ' in the 141 st year of the Gupta dynasty, in the reign of Skandagupla, and 
uot after Ilia decease as deciphered by I'rinsep.' 'I'ho present inscription leaves 
no <loubt of the correctness of my iutcrprclation, and will enable na to fix thu 
chronology of the Gupta ami Valabhi inonarchs with some certainty. 

"The position of Skaudagupta in relation to the Oupta era being now placed 
beyond doubt, the other dales of Chandragupta, Samudragupta, and Itudliagupla, 
08 made out from inscriptions, must now be granted to commence from the 
Oupta era. 

"The dates obtained arc Chandragupta Vikramfulitya 82 (Udayagiri in- 
scription) and 93 (Sanclii inscription) Skaudagupta 141 <in thu Kuliaon pillar 
hiscription). Mudhngupla ICl, in the Kraii pillar in.scriptioii. 

" At the next lueuting I bIiuII produce proofs to show that llio Valalihi platiM 
are dated in the S'aka Nripa Kila, and that the symbol which has been hitherto 
read 300 is really 400. 

"Granting these ]ircmiseH, as tho Valabhi era is found in Colonel Tod's 
Somiiath inscription to havo comnienced in ad. 318, Skaiidgupta must bu 
placed ill A.f). 448-459 with a margin of five or ten yeaiu on each side 

"The Valabhi plates bear ilalos in my opinion from 410 to 4(>5 S'aka Kiila 
i.e. from A. a 488 to a.Ii. 643. 'J"/io Valabhi dynasty, of which llhalarka 
Sciiapati Wiis the founder, ilalcs it rise, tlinrefore, shortly after Skaiidagujita, a 
fact boriio out by a comparison of the alphabetical characters of the monuinciUal 
ie('mds of the Gupta dyuasly, and of the co|ipcr plale giants of Valabhi. I may 
here remark that Dr. Mill's interpretation of llliilfui lat is most defective, and 
the genealogy of tbc Valablii .lyuasty bas not yet been correctly given. I bIiouIiI 
be thankful to any lover of anti(|uilie8 for procuring for nic a fresh facsimile of 
the DhiUlri lat inscription. 
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Htonc n|K)n wliicli it is eiiprtive<l, in a Isilo report to the Oovormnciit 
of liuliii, froiii wliicli tin; following is siit extract : —

to a brief couKiilcralion of this jioint 1 hIiiiII noiv prixxed. 

" On coni|>ariiig the nlpliabelir:il charaelors of Ihc inscription in the reign of 
raibiinrivl, (he Amlhra King, nt Mnsik, Karlcn, niul Kaiiheri, with those of the 
Kiiiira Danirt orSah iuscriplioii, no doubt the raduniftvf inscriplious will appear 
the oMor of the two. 

"TluH Tailunirivi or rutonian was pronounced long ago by Wilford to be 
identical with Siri Puloniai of llaithan or Pailhnn on the Qodavcry, mentioned 
by I'lolomy Claudius. TrofesRor Lassen has also pointed out the identity. I 
have a new inKcri|ition of radnmfivi on a tank on the Nana Qhant. There is no 
reason to doubt that I'nduinriTf, the Aiidhra King, waflaeonleniporaiy of rifllcuiyi 
and that he nourished about a.d. 120. Tlolcniy in noticing Ozcne or Uijayinf, 
inrntiviis it as Ihc royal residence of another king whom he calls Tiaslanus. 
'J'his Ti,-isl:>nus is, in my humble opinion, no other than the Swfimi Clia«hlan of 
our Sab inscription. If we grant that Cliashtan wa.i a contemporary of railunifvvi 
and rtoKniy, we can well allow that Cliaahlan's grandson Uudra D.'imft conquered 
repeatedly (as stat^id in the inscription) the last of Iho Andhras; for within 60 
years of rAdunifivrs death, the Andhra dynasty ends, a misfortune no doubt 
brought ulioiit by the rising power and personal (pialities of Kiidra Dain.l. I 
have already slated that a comparison of the alidiabetical (di;iracter of the 
inscripliou.i shows that Itiidra l);iniri llouriKhcd shortly after radumavf ; 1 have 
also shown that we must place the rise of the Oupta dynasty in A.l). .318, 
and as there are cogonl reasons for lielicving that, the (luptas succeeded the Salis, 
the date of A.ii. 200 for liudra ihlnifi .appears not iucouipatible. I may here re- 
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tliifl place there Htill cxifita ti larger boulder-Btone, covered with 
one of Aflokii's iiiKcriptioiis, in whicii tlie iiaiues of Aiiliocliiis, 
I'loieiiiy, Aiitigoiius, MagaH, and Alexander are all recorded. TIub 
]iortioii of the inKcriplion, which on the rock of Kapurdigiri (hi the 
Ynsufzai plain), and of Dhanli (in C'nttack) is much unitilated and 
iibradiid, ih lun'c in ptirfect prcHcrvation."' 

However unperfect in the conlrihntiona to luHlory, these iu- 
8crii)tion8 poHsesH a vahie j)eculiarly their own, under the I'alico- 
grapiiic aHpoet, in the afisiHtaiice thoy have afforded, j)rin»arily, in 
detenniuing the value of tiie hitherto oljHcure Semitic characterB on 
the Kapurdigiri rock, and by their aid correcting the previously 
doubtful Ikictriau counterparts of the Greek names on the early 
coins ;' but, more important still, the phonetic value of the letters 

mark that the moHt ditiliiigiiiBlicil nioiiivrch uf llie S'ulkunii or Audlira dynuoly 
was Qauluinipulra, Uio Tallicr of I'aduiurivi. IIv appcursi to bavc cxlcndol bia 
coii(|iicBls over Malwa, Gujarat, Cutcli, Akar and all IJiosc proviuvcu over which 
a Kshatraji or Satrap of the I'arthiau dynasty (IMirahatCH) ruled iiniuodiatcly 
before. ThiH I make out froui the iiiauriptioiiH. (laulauii|>utra is praised for 
liaviiig cslatdisbed the glory of the S'illavaliuii faiuily, Tor having; defeated Sakas, 
YavaiiaH, and I'alilavas, a»d for exleruiinatiiig tlic dcHccudaulB of Khagurfit 
(Mugadhi), KshaliaiiUa (Sanskrit), (I'lirahalcK). As Nahupana, the Satrap of 
riirahales judging from the character of the inscriptions, preceded Qautaniiputra, 
and had proceeded on an expedition to Malabar from the North, and through the 
Deekan, tlie Andlira princes of I'aitban could not liavc been powerful, aud as 
Uautamiputra appeal^ to have been the bravest aud most aucccHsful of tlie whole, 
I am strongly inclined to look upon him as the founder ol the Sulivi'dian era. 

" I cannot help also pointing out tlic great similarity of the titles Zutbou 
Korano aud Zalliou Vahano, to S'atkarut aud HTita Vahana. I am inclined to 
look npoM Kad|diises as 8i|iraka or Sikrapa, the founder of the i\ndbra dynasty ; 
Krishna, his brother, as Kauerki, and Sullcrmeus his predecessor as Susaruiau 
the Kfmva. If further analogies were re<|uircd, I may point out the similarity of 
Alliro to Andlira, and of Ado to Aillia, also of Alliro I'haro to Aiidhrabhril, the 
former chiss of words occurring on the coins of KadphiseB and Kanerki ; the latter 
in the I'uranas and ingeiiptiona. The title Itao Nanaltaoon the coins of ICanerkl 
is more common in the Dcckan, the former scat of the Aiidhias, than iu any 
other part of India. I am also strongly incliucd to look upon the name of Nana 
Obaiil as coming from the goddess Nanaia. 11 conlaincd in acave or recess, at i(s 
lop, images of the founder of the Andhra dynasty; also of the ebiofs of the 
Itlaralhas, of Kiimrirtt STttavfihana, and Kumriro liakusiri and of another Kuniara 
whose name is lost. Ilaku may be iulendcd for llusbka. The word Kuuiaro 
also occurs in some of the liido-Seythic coins. Tliese rclleetious regarding the 
founder of the Andlira dynasty, I beg to oiler more as spouijalions to direct 
atlentiiin and invite discussion than as the mature results of deep research."

p. 273 of this Journal), has I'ailcd to do justice to Ihe asisislancc we derive from 
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boinp now uiicontcstcd, %vc arc ahio to iiiastcr tlic iiaincn ami <I(;Rig- 
nalioiiH of the later sovereiffiiH, who llouriBhod at a ptiriod wli(;ii 
the htcal character had flii|ierHctU;(l the ilcl)aHe<l aii<l fjjraihtally 
(liKimed (.ireck, whicli had hitherto furiiished tlie eolo key to tlic 
<!eci|ihcrinent of the Semitic variety of Arian writing. And, finally, 
by the means thus placed at our diR|)0Ra1, wo may hoix; to read 
what is now hocoininf^ of itself a iiromising series of Ihictrian 
proper inscriptions, of which we have neither Greek nor Indian Pali 
transcripts or translations.' 

Mr. NorriBB dcciplicrmcnt of tite Kapurdigiri Inscription (.I.11.A.S. vlii, 30.3), 
iukI, Hin!;iil!irl)' enough, <|uolcB llio Kaclrinn ci)iiivuloiila of Uic Or«ck namcH on 
the coins, from tin; " Arinna Antitpia," wliicli purely tenlalivo readings oxliil)il 
only our early want of knowledge of the eharacler, and In no way prove Uio 
igiionuK'u or inconiplole itonci of dclinil.ion of lliu local transcriliera of aneiciit 
d.iys; indeed, sineo I'rof. WiJHon lias ]>uhliHlic<l his parallel transcript and traiiB- 
l.'ilion of the riirious rock inHcriplionn of ARoka, no discover that the Arian 
versions of the Greek designations are defined with ennsideraldc accnr.icy, and 
by no means authoriRc the " latitude " in " Identification," that should make 
Triyadarsi into I'liraatcs. 1 need Bcarccly add that I do not concur in Dr. Jjx- 
tham's theory. 

' IJahu Itajciidra Lnl Mitra lias lately puldislied in the Journal of tho 
Asiatic Society of Ucn/jal (1801 p. 337), a reviHed transliteration with an original 
translation of the Bactrian I'fili Inscription on llio Wardak vase, from llie fjic- 
siniilo lilliograpliod as I'late x. vol. i, rriiiBcp's Kssays on Indian AntiipiiticB (J. 
Murray, Ijonilon, JR.nS). The llahu conjectures, with Home phiusihilily, that the 
name of the Mahru-aja is /I uvinlda, who him hccn idcntifieil with llnahhi, the 
King of Kashmir of the Kaja Tarangiui, tho Ooerki, OOHI'KI, of tho dohjused 
Greek nuiuisniatie legends (Ariana Antigua .'(75), whoso name is so fre(|neiitly 
associated with Ihal of Knnislika, the Kancrki of the Indo-Scylliian CoiiiB. I 
may .add, as a matter of interest connected with monumental records of this age, 
that an inscription of llushka, in the square Indian-l'ali character, has been 
lately discovered at Mullra. (See note by Mr. 15. C. Hayley, Jour. As. Soc. 
lJong.al, 1801, p. 317). 

Professor Dowson has succeeded in m.astcring tho inscription on a steatite 
funereal v.ase, preserved in the reshawur Museum, which proves to refer to tho 
erection of a lope, by the Urolhors Oihilena and Siha-raclihitcna. And finally 
Mr. Norris, in concert with Mr. Oowson, is engaged on a most promising Inscrip- 
tion from the neighbourhood of llussun Abdal, near Uawul Tiudce, in tho 
riinjrili, rcganling which I'rofcssor Uowson has obligingly conununicatcd to mc 
the following notice : — 

" The plate, which is fourteen inches long by three and-ali.Mf Inoad, is broken 
in the miildle, where many of the letters arc lost; a connected reading of the 
wh(dp cannot, therefore, be hojM-d for. The King's name is Chhatriijui Silinh) 
K ii-^inhdo i these words are followed by nama, so there can be no doubt that they 
form the name. After the name there are some letters olditeratcd, and then 
folbiw the worils Tiikhafilayf wnjori: nUiruna jnarJm ilmo, which proliably mean 
'' Ihe country nurtheuiit of Ta.xila." The nunU Ch/uUrajta lioko are stamped lis

"JuHliii, xli, c. iv.' — Aftor the death of Alexander llie Great, when 
tlie king'donm of the eant wore tlividcd aiuon(^ liiH HnecoHHois, tlic 
government of Parthia wan committed to Sta-sanor, a foreign ally, 
liecanse none of tlie Macedonians wonld deij^n to accept it. Snb- 
WN|n<'nlly, when the Afaeodonians wc^re divi(h;d into parlicH by civil 
discord, the Parlhians, with the otlier |)C0j»le of Upi^r Asia, followed 
EumencH, and when he was defeated, went over to Anti^jfoima. 
After his death thcsy were nnder the rule of Seleucus Nieator, and 
then inider Antiochns, and hi,s siiccessorK, froni whose great-^^rand- 
s<ni, Heleiicns,' they lirst revolted, in the lirst Punic war, when 
Lucius Manlius Vulso and Marcus Altilina Ueguhm wore Consuls.'

Mr. J. Lindsay, Iho latest writer on I'artliian NumiHinalies, places the revolt 
of the Parthians in 25S no. ; hut as he iloes not notice Clinton's emcuilal iun of 
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For l.l)cir revolt, tlic dmpnto bctw(^eii the two broUicia, SoIchcub 
aiul Aiitioclma, procured tliein impunity ; for while tliey nought (.o 
wrcat tiic throne from one another, they ncgiccted to pursue the 
revoltcrn. 

" At the Hjune pcrioit, iilno, TiieodotuH, governor of tlio thouBand 
cities of Hiictriit, revolted, iin<l iiHHunuMl the title of king; and all tlu; 
other p(!(>ple of the ct\at, induenoed hy IiIh example, fell away from 
the IMaoedonians. One, ArsaceH, a man of nneerlain origin, but of 
imdisputed bravery, ha|)peiied to ariflo at this time, and he, who 
was accnKtomed to live by plunder and dcjpnidations, luMiring a 
report that SeleucuH was (tvercome by (he Ganis in Asia, and being 
conRe(piently freed from dread of that prince, invaded I'arthia with 
a band of marauders,, overthrew Andragoias, his lieutenant, and 
after puttifig him to death, took upon himself the government of the 
coimtry. Not long after, too, he made himself master of Ilyrcania, 
and thus, invested with authority over two nations, raised a largo 
army, through fear of Seleueus and Theodotus, king of the 
Hactrians. Hut being soon relieved of bis fears by the death of 
Theodotus, he made peace ami an alliance with his son, who was 
also named Theodotus ;' and not along after, engaging with King 
Seleueus, who came to take vengeance on the revoltcra, he obtained 
a victory ; aiul the Parthians observe the day on which it was 
giiined with great solenniity, as the date of the commencement of 
their liberty.

"Jnatinxli, o. vi. — Alnioat at the aanie tin>o that Mitlnidalim 
aH(;(;nded th<! throne among the I'arthiana, Eucratidea began to 
reign among the Uactriana ; ' both of them being gntat men. Jhit 
tiie fortnnc of the Partiiiana, being the more ancceKKfni, raised 
them, inider tliia prince, to the higheat degree of j)ow(!r ; while the 
Hactriana, haraaaed with varioua wara, loat not oidy tlieir dominionH, 
but their liberty ; for having Buffered fronj contentiona with the 
S((g<lians, the Drangians, and the Indiana, they were at lust over- 
come, aa if exhauated, by tiie weaker Parthiana. Eiicratiilea, how- 
ever, carried on aeveral wars with groat B|)irit, an<l though much 
reduced by hia loaaca in tiiem, yet, whiin he waa beaieg(;d by 
Demetrius, king of the ImliauB, with a garrison of onl}' 300 Boldiera, 
he vepnlscd, by continual aallies, a force of G0,000 enemiea. 
Having acccn-dingly csca[)ed, after a live month's ai(!gc, he reduced 
India under hia power. But as he was returning from the country, 
he was killed on his march by his son, with whom he had ahared hia 
throne, and who was so far from concealing the minder, that, as if 
he had killed an enemy, and not hia father, he drove hia chariot 
thrfiugh his blood, and ordered hia body to be cast out unburied. 
During the comae of these proceedinga among the Hactriana, a 
war arose between the Parthiana and Medea, and, after fortune on 
each aide had been aoinc time Ihictnating, victor3' at length fell to 
the Parthiana, when Mithridatea, enforced with thia addition to hia 
power, appointed Itaeaaia over Media, while he himaelf inarched 
into llyrcania (and ultimately) extended the Parthian emiiiro * * 
from Mount (Jancasus to the river Euphratea."
